"Trust in Me" 

Stephen preached a fiery sermon— one that his stiff-necked 
hearers with uncircumcised hearts didn't want to hear. They 
had two choices: receive the message and change or reject 
the message and the messenger. As you know, they chose the 
second. Violently. Stephen was stoned. Surely nothing good 
could come of this. But J esus said, "Do not let your heart be 
troubled. Trust in God; trust also in Me." (John 14:1) And 
Pastor Bruce said two weeks ago that we are not promised an 
easy life, but that God is with us, even when times are bleak. 

The first Christian martyr— how could that be good? Yet 
"God works for the good of those who love Him" (Rom 8:28). 
At the time, I'm sure many asked "Why?' Yet today we know 
that because of Stephen's death, the Christians left 
Jerusalem and began preaching outside Israel's borders — a 
deed I am eternally grateful for since that's where my 
ancestors lived! 

So today, when things seem bleak and black, when we 
wonder what good will come out of a situation, let us 
remember God is in control. And repeat today's Psalmist "In 
you I have taken refuge. "
